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REMARKS 

Applicant respectfully requests reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the reasons that follow. 

Applicant respectfully requests that the Office Action dated August 27, 2009, be 
withdrawn and a new action be issued. 

A final Office Action was issued on February 6, 2009. Applicant filed a Pre- Appeal 
Brief Request for Review on June 8, 2009, resulting in re -opening of prosecution. See Notice 
of Panel Decision from Pre-Appeal Brief Review dated June 18, 2009. The present Office 
Action issued on August 27, 2009. 

A thorough review of the present Office Action reveals that the rejections in the 
present Office Action are identical to those in the Office Action dated February 6, 2009.
